A report of the bureau to Secretary Ickes boas’s that 7.0 0 0,000.000 grca» and worth* e st^ m ,v ; V , ' 
small fish and eggs were planted in North Atlantic waters during the from hi* 
last year. This is a great many fish, actual and potential, and it may 
be safely assumed th at nobody counted them. 
To count that many fish and eggs would take an expert counter, 
working ten hours a day. not less than 700 years. 
These were food fish or are intended to become food fish. 
The 
eggs and fry come from the marine hatcheries of New* England, and 
a.-* mainly codfish, haddock, flounders and pollock. 
Such an addition to 
the oceans natural population should promise good fishing, ’hough it 
is said th a’ there 1« r*al danger that some of the mast desirable spe­ 
cies of fish may be fished out of this country's offshore waters or driven 
out of the fisherman’s reach. 
It is also said that a single lady codfish, 
if she puts her mind to it, may lay 500.000 or more eggs

Colored *eal la< k' fine, clear detail, 
4. Paper does not contain colored silk threads 
5. Printing generally on face and back does not have «leancut, 
sharp outline a> on genuine bill.
